OXFORD IN THE EIGHTEENTH 
OENTURY. -. , 

’ Reviewing Mr A. D. Godloy's book 

“Oxford in the Eighteenth Century,” 

The Times says :— 

‘The: eighteenth contury has never yot 
revived. its due from the picturesque his- 
foriand of Oxford: A fow amusing extracts 
from Tom Hearne, with a reference ar two 
to Gibbon and Dr Johnson ‘ahd Gilbert 
White, make up Mr Lang’s contribution 
to this period ; and Mr Cocil Headlam is 
still more cavalier, discussing it in five 
pages, one of which is taken up with a 
quotation from MrJ.R. Green. Itseems to 
have been in reaction from this contempt, 
especially an expressed by Mr Green, that 
Mr Godley planned his volume; the aim 
of which, he would say, is nob ao much 
to apologize for the century, a3 te help‘ 
the modem world, and its radical elomont 
in particular, to understand it. Tout com: 
‘prendre, c'est tout pardoaner. It must bo 
the funlt of tho radicals themaclves if Mr 
Godley does not succeed in his arduous 
task, for he has taken great pains to cover 
tho whole field of academic life, by separate 
chapters upon teaching, fellowships, dis 
cipline, examinations, and polities. Per_ 
haps his book would have ben more 
effective if it had been leas thorough, for 
despito the change in the rame the reader 
too frequently detects the samo ingredients 
im successive. items of the menu. 

Acood example of Mr Godley‘sapologetic 
mothod is afforded by his treatment of the 
eighteenth century professor, who is usually 
thought to be withoutexcuse, And indeed 
Mr Godley does not excuse him; he explains 
him. Firat of all he goes through the 
evidence, and agrees that, with some 
brilliant exceptions, the Frofesscrate, dur- 
ing the greater part of the contury, did not 
lectura much. . He recalla the ‘story of the 
Divinity Professor in. “Tetrao Filius,” 
who appeared one Thursday morning 
in the usually empty school, found three 
Masters. of Arts waiting for hi

idea of research had not come above the 
horizon.. “The real grievance against 
professors,” says Mr Godley, “is that 
they were slow to produce, not that they 
were indolent in teaching ; for thore was 
hardly any ono for thom to toach ;” and 
he quotes Hearne as saying that “ hardiy-| 


any learning is-sought after. but English, }- 


Scotch, and irish history.’ . We: may 
illustrate this want of interest in leatning 
from the celebrated Boyle controversy at 
the beginning of the century. That was 
teally a controversy between the respect~ 
ablo, nay, admirable, idea of classical 
Jearning as an education in the humanities, 
and the new ides of classical learning as & 
acience—ideas which need not and ought 
not to have been’ brought- inte competi- 
tion.. That they were 50 brought, and: that. 
Londen was on the side of Boyle against 
Bentley, fis some excuse for the apathy of 
professors who still held themselves: to be 
“¢ made fot mankind,” although by the ac- 
cident of fate they had. no pupils. The
